RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 6th February, 1991 

F. No. 23021 |2|91-CPD.—The Government of 
[India in the Ministry of Energy, Department of Coal 
have been considering measures for easy and free avail¬ 
ability of coal to small users including special Pinoke- 
Icss fuel plants, briquetting units and households, in 
order to reduce pressure on consumption of petroleum 
fuel and firewood specially in the present com cm of 
Gulf war and its impact on availability of petroleum 
products. It is evident that supplies to these small 
users can be made more easily through coal stock- 
yards being run by coal companies and State Govts. 
Supplies to these stockyards will therefore have to be 
made on a very high priority. To ensure adequate and 
timely supply of coal to these users it has been decid¬ 
ed to set up a Standing Linkage Committee for stack¬ 
yards with the following composition. 

1. Additional Secretary. Deptt. of Ooal, 

Ministry of Energy —Chairman 

2. Joint Secretary (Coal Production & Distri¬ 
bution). Deptt. of Coal, 

Ministry of Energy. —Member 

3. Representative of Railway Board. — Member 

4. Chief of Marketing. Coal India 

Limited —Member 

5. Chief of Marketing, Singareni Collieries 

Company Limited. —Member 

6. Chief of Marketing, Neyveli Lignite Corpo¬ 
ration Limited. -—Member 

7. General Manager, Sales, Coal India Limited, 

New Delhi. —Member Secretary 

TT. The Committee may co-opt not more than five 
additional members. It may request representatives 
from State Govts, to attend its meetings as Invitees. 

(II. The terms of reference of the Committee shall 
be as under : 

1. To provide coal linkage to the existing as 
well as new coal stockyards within the policy 
framework decided by the Govt. 

2, To monitor coal linkage to Special Smoke¬ 
less Fuel plants and Briquetting units 
whether directly or through stockyards and 
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from time to time directly takeover this 
function of providing linkage to them if 
considered necessary. 

3- To monitor the demand, supply, sales and 
general performance of the existing stock¬ 
yards of Coal India Ltd. and State Govts. 

4. To review and if necessary revise the terms 
and conditions under which the operations 
of the stockyards are covenanted to the con¬ 
tracted agents| agencies. 

5. /To select the nodal points for setting up of 

more stockyards. 


6. To assess the availability of rail and 
modes of transport and decide upon the 
mode for despatch of coal to the stockyards. 

7. Any other related matter. 

IV. The committee shall meet as frequently as 
necessary but as least once in three months. 

V* The decisions taken by the committee shall be 
binding on the coal companies and implementing 
agencies.
